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Washinqton, Nov. 31.— S*ow^y 
Gresbain decided lat« yesterday after- 
noon to make pnblio all the oomnood* 
ence and the report of Jaftti H. 
Bkmnt, the special commiMkntr aent 
to Hawaii by Preeident CleTSUyRjA to in- 
vestigate the revolution 
throned (jaeen Lili 
establishnpol, fl^ Vbi^ 
erement. 

Mr. Blount arrived at 
March 2«, 18U3. la his report he calls 
attention to his reception hf Minister 
Stevens, who, "acconipanied by a con^- 
mittee from the annexation clnb, came 
on board the vessel which had brouRht 
me. He informed me that this cTtib 
had rented an elegant house, well fur- 
nihhed, and proviaedwith servants and 
a carriage and horses for my use; that 
I conld pay for this accommodation 

i'nstwhati chose— from nothing np. 
le nrged me v^tj earnestlv to accept 
th<» offer. 1 declined it, and informed 
him that I Hhonld go to a hotel." 

The committee renewed the ofifer 
which was declined. He also refused 
to accept proffered favors from the ex- 
qneen. 

Concerning the position of the 
United States in the islandu, he savs: 

*"rrooi« from the Boston werp doing 
military duty for the provihi aial g^v- 
emment. The American ting whs Heat- 
ing over the goremment building. 
Within it the provisional i,Mv. riiinent 
conducted its business uiidt r ati Anu r- 
ican protectorate, to be cmitiiiuuil. ac- 
cording to the avowed iiiiri)Ose of the 
American minister, daring negotia- 
tions with Mm Hfited Btfttn «or arntex- 
atioa. 

"My instructions directed me to 
make inqniries which, in the interest 
of candor and trntb, could not bu douo 
^hen the minds of thonsandR of Ha- 
waiian dtizens were full of uno rtuiuty 
ai to what the presence of the Ameri- 
oaa troops, the American flag and the 
American protectorate implied. It 
seemed UeoesaHry llial 't!l liiuHe iuflu- 
enoei must be withdrawn ix-toru those 
iB<lQirie8 could be prosecui^d in a man- 
ner befitting the dignity and power of 
the United States. 

"Inspired with such feelings and con- 
fident no disorder would ensue, I di- 
rected the removal of the ttiiv; of the 
United States from the guvernment 
bnildingand the return of the Ameri- 
caa troops to their vessels. This was 
aooomplubed wlthoot demonstration 
of joy or grief on the ^ of thip(4^ 
lace. 

'The afternoon before, in an inter- 
view with President Dole, in response 
to niy inquiry, he said that the pro- 
visional government was now able to 
preserve order, althouKh it could not 
nave done so for several wi-eks after the 
proclamation establishing it. ' 

Mr. Blonnt then tells how Minister 
Stevens railed upon hiin witli W. C. 
Smith, who represented that th« wirli- 
arawal of the United States marines 
meant that the Japanese would laud 
troops from a man-of-war in the har- 
bor. The American minister exj)re»se(l 
his belief in the statement. Tlic Jamm- 
ese commissioner put a stop to these 
rumor* bgr hating the veMel ordered 
•way. 

The provisional govenmipnt left to 
its own preservation left linn free to 
pursue his negotiations. 

Commissioner Blount says that "the 
causes of thedetlironementof thetjutM n 
and the establishment of the provisional 
government are both remote lad pMS- 
imate." " 

Ho then reviews the history of thn 
islands at some l^gth, beginning with 
the constitntion of 1852. and the 
changes made In the system of govern- 
ment since down fto the revolution of 
1887, which resulted in the constitution 
drtibtyw, and which is to a great 
extent given by Mr. Blount as the 
cause of the revolution of 1898. Under 
the constitution precMing 1887, there 
were abuses, especially those resulting 
from the election of 1B(W, when the 
legislature pa.ssi'd a number of bad 
laws inclnding the lottery and opium 
license laws, in which it was charged 
that the king was very corrupt. Mr. 
Blount says this legislature would not 
have caused a revohition in any of the 
Utnted States, but the reformers in the 
islands declared that "the native is un- 
fit for government S&d his power must 
he curtailed." 

Mr. Blonnt then gives the version of 
Chiaf Justice Judd and himself "touch- 
ing the means adopted to extort the 
ooBstltation of 1887." Among those 
mMtloned in foroiag King »ilakaaa 
is Mr. Thurston, now minister from 
Hawaii. Mr. Blonnt presents a portion 
oltbe constitution of 1887, in which he 
notes the changes which were especial- 
ly xun$i5AatBeU>ry to the monarch, such 
aartmoTing the power of appointing 
the Bobles, one oraooh of the legisla- 
ture, restricting their membership to 
iMnoBa^ttipioperty amounting to at 
UtM 18,000. and establishing snifrage 
quaUfloations ymoh gave the whites 
control in the eleotions. It also afford- 
ed an oppwtunlty for whites, Ameri- 
cans, I^gnsh ana Qermans to vote 
without becoming natoraliiied. Upon 
this Mr. Blount saye: 

•Tor the first time in the history of 
O uk aonntry the ntunbar of nobles is 
mala aQnal to the nuaber of repre- 
<S^iMn$. Thia fnmlHi a veto power 
over Ibe repneenUtiv5of the popoltf 
vote to the boUm. who we» ealMlid 



oy penoB* moeuy aoiding foreign ai 
legfance, and not subiects of the king- 
dom. The election of a single repre- 
sentative by the foreign element gave 
to it the legislature." 

The king could appoint but not re- 
move his cabinet. Mr. Blount de- 
scribes at some length the restrictions 
placed npon the king by this oonstitn 
tion. He also speaks of the secret 
league, which prior to the revolution 
established foreign armed troops hos- 
tile to the king, and speaks of tM cOn- 
tr9l of the islands by i>eriK>nf of foreign 
patentage and allegiance; foreign shliw 
w«re tn the barbOr aad tw Meotiwa 
atid action of Am ■pM|l|l|flt' inmr 
these influences. 

After the revolution had been accom- 
plished, history of Hawaiian politicks is 
followed by the commissioner. The re- 
form party was not always successfnl 
and conld not control matters to salt 
themselves, but in the legislature of 
1892 there were a number of members 
oi es«h faction aspiring to cabinet 
naobji, an^ l^hUe the reform party un- 
der tneee ooMiitione ina enabled to 
vote out cabiaet after ogbitaet, it never 
had a majority of members of the legis- 
lature. 

Of the queen's acts just previous to 
the legislature, Mr. Blonnt says: 

"Let it be borne in mind that the 
time now was near at hand when the 
legislature would probably be pro- 
rouged. Whatever cabinet was in 

gower at the time of the prorogation 
ad control of public affairs until a hew 
legislature should assemble two years 
afterward and longer unless expelled 
by a vote of want of confidence. 

"An anti-reform cabinet was ap- 
pointed by the (jueen. Some faint 
struggle was made toward organizing 
to vote out this cabinet, but it was 
abandoned. Th» leffislature was pro- 
rogued. The reform members absented 
themselves from the session of that 
day in manifestation of their disap- 
pointment. in the lo^ of powet throutrh 
the cabinet for the ensuing two year!<. 

"The letters of the American ininiH- 
ter and naval ofiicers stationed at Hon 
oluln In 1892 Indio^M thnt »ny f-'i'-'re 
to appoint a ministry of the reform 
party would protluco a political crisis 
The votin;? out of the Wilcox cabinet 
produced discontent among the reform- 
ers verging very (dosely toward one, 
and had more to do with the revolu- 
tion than tlie queen's proclamation. 
The first was the fonndiaaoto, the latter 
the opportunlt v. 

"In the legishiturc of ls<j(i and 1S02, 
many pelitioim were iiied asiiing for a 
new constitution. Many W'Tc p: 
sented to the king and (juecn. The iiit;- 
c(jntent with the constitution of issT 
an(i eajs'ernesH to escape from it con- 
trolled the elccti ins a;<ainst the party 
which had established u. Divisions mi 
the mode of rhaut^ing the coiistitnliun, 
whether by U'cislative action or by con- 
Htilutionai convention and the necessity 
of a two-thirds vote of the legislature 
to effect amendments prevented relief 
by either method. Such was the situa- 
tion at the prorogation of tha legisla- 
ture of ih'jz. 

"This was followed liy the usual certv 
monies at the palace on the day of i)ro- 
rogation- - the jireeenc© of the cabinet, 
supreme court judges, diplomatic 
corjis and troop.i. The ([ueen infornuMl 
her cabinet of her paruose to proclaim 
a new constitution and requested them 
to sign it." 

He tlien tolls how the cabinet refused 
to sign tlie constitution and the dis- 
pleasure of the ((Ueen. 

On ,Iaii. l(i a procbmiation was issued 
l>v the ijuiM'ii, and her members saying 
that whal she iiroixisKil to do <iii \ht> 
Sttturdav jirovious was compelled by 
stress of her native subjects. This was 
sent to Minister iStBVaBS, tO WirfOh there 
was no response. 

On the 17th she sent another letter, 
telling him that the iirenent constitu- 
tion would be iiiaintHine;!. On the 
back of this was written the wurd "de- 
clined," also the time rei eived noted. 

Mr. Blount says the cabinet conl 1 
not tie removed for two years, ami U 
being against a new constitution there 
was no possibility of it being jiro- 
claimed. His description of the revolu- 
tion is as follows: 

••Nearly all of the arms on the island 
of t)ahu, in whiidi Honolulu is situated, 
were in possession of the queen's gov- 
ernment. A military force organized 
uud drilled, occupied the stationhouse, 
the V)arracks and the palace— the only 
points of strategic significance in tue 
event ;)f a contlict. 

••Till) great boily of tlie people moved 
on in their usual course. \\ Omen and 
children passed to ^ind fro tlirniigh the 
streets, seemingly unconcerned of any 
impending danger, and yet there were 
secret conferences held by a small body 
of men. some of whom were (Jermans. 
some Americans and somu native born 
Hubjects of foreign origin. ( >n Satur- 
day evening, Jan. 14, they toou up the 
BuLiject of dethroniug the iiueeu and 
proclaiming a new government with a 
view to annexation to the United 
States. 

••The tirst and incrt niomentoiis 
question with them was to de\ ist' hume 
plan to have the I'nilod Stales troops 
hiiideil. Mr. Thurston, who appears to 
have been the leading spirit, on Sunday 
Boiiglit two members of the (jueeii's 
cabinet and urged thorn to head a move- 
ment against the ijueen and to asi< .Mr. 
Stevens to land the tmoiis, aM.suriiig 
them that in such an event .Mr. Stevens 
would do so. Failing to enlist any of 
the (jueen's l al inet in the cause it was 
necessary to devise some other mode to 
accomplish this purpose. 

••A committee of safety, consisting of 
VJ members, had been formed from h 
httle body of men assembled in W. O. 
Smith's oflice, a deputation of these in- 
forming Mr. Stevens of their plans, ar- 
ranged with him to land the troops if 
they would ask it •for the purjKjse of 
protecting life and property.' It was 
Agreed between him and them that iu 
the event they should iK^cupy the gov- 
ernment building and ]»T0cIaim a new 
government be would recognize it 



Sujitli, growing uneasy for tlie safety 
of their jierMins. went to bim to know 
if he W'Mild protect them m the event 
of their arrest by the authorities, to 
which he gave his assent. At the 
massmeeting, called bv the committee 
of safety on the Kith of .January, there 
was no communication to the crowd of 
any purjtose to dethrone the (jueen or 
to change the form of government, but 
only to authorire the committee to take 
steps to prevent a consummation of 
the (]ueen s purposes and fo JUlVS guar* 
autees of public safety. 

"The committee on itublic safety had 
kept their poritose from the public 
view at this massmeeting, and at their 
small gatherings for fear of proceed- 
ings Ht$>^in8t tbem by the government 
of the quefiu. After the massmeeting 
had closed, a call on the American min- 
ister for troops was made and signed 
indiscriminately by (lermans, by Amer- 
icans and by Hawaiian subjects of for- 
eign extraction." 

The commissioner says the reBjwnse to 
that call does imt api»ear on the files of 
the legation. That very night the com- 
mittee of public safety assemliled in a 
house next to Minister Stevens' resi- 
dence. J. H. Sojwr, an American, was 
elected to C'>mmand the military forces. 
It was on Monday evening .Ian. 1(5, at 5 
o'clock that United States troops were 
landed. 

"Not much time elapsed before it 
was given out by memlwrs of the com- 
mittee of safety that they were destined 
to support them. At the pala<."e, with 
the cabinet, among the leaders of tlie 
(lueen's military forces and the great 
b<jdy of the people who were loyal to 
the (lueen the apprehension came that 
it wa.s a movement hostile to the exist 
jng government. Protests wtsre filed by 
the minister of foreign affairs and by 

the governor of the island agrinst the 

landing of troops. 

"Messrs 1 arker and Peterson testify 
that on Tuesday at 1 o'clock they called 
on Mr. Stevens and by him wore in- 
formed that in the event the queen's 
forces assailed the insurrectionary forcf? 
slit) would intervene. At U ::■}() on the 
«H?n<a liny tb» »'>»!'jbers of the provi- 
sional goverment procecdiid to tha gov- 
ernitient builJing in s(Hiads and read 
theii proclamation. They had separated 
in their maridi tothe government bnild- 
inir for fear of observation ainl arrest." 

Mr. Dlount describes t it.' location of 
the troops, showing that the Apierican 
trooiis controlled the position of tha 
queen's forces, atld eontinues: 

"There were doubtless so located as 
to suggest to the queen and her coun- 
selors that they were in co-operation 
with the insurrectionary movement, 
and would, when the emergency arose, 
manifest it by active support. It did 
doubtless SI gest to the men who read 
thit proeiaiiiation that they were hav- 
ing till' support of tlie American minis- 
ler and naval co:nm;iiider, and were 
sale from iH-rsonal harm. 

•'Why had the American ininiKter 
located the troops in such a situation 
and then assured the members of the 
committee on safety that on their occu- 
pation of the goveriimeut building he 
would rec(jgnize it as a government de 
facto and as such give it support f 
Why wa< the government building 
designated to them as the place which, 
when their iirochamatiou was an- 
nounced therefrom, would be followed 
b\ his reco^'iiition It was not a point 
of any strategic consequence. It did 
not involve the employiMnt of a single 

soldier. 

"A building was clK.srn wliero theri- 
wert> no troops stationed, where there 
was no sirugi-'le to be made to obtain 
n'c< s!i witii an Ameriran force iinme- 
<l?*lely contiicuoiis, with the mass of 
tlin populalion impressed with its un- 
friendly attitude. Aye. more than 
this -before .'iny demand for surrender 
had even been made on the queen or on 
the c(Hnmander or any oflicer of any of 
her military forctvs. at any of the points 
where her troops wiTe located, the 
Ameriran minister had recogiii/.ed the 
provisional government and was ready 
to Kive It thasnpportof United States 

troops." 

Mr. Blount shows the jiosition which 
the (jueeii occupied, her jtroiest and de- 
scribes the race and citizenship of the 
men concerned iu the revolution. Tho 
The various coinmissionerit of the pro- 
visional government and Minister 
Stevens an quoted and oomunsnted 
upon. 

'•Mr. Blount shows that it was a col- 
Insion on the jiart of the minister and 
till' rexolutlonists. He goes into the de- 
tails of the matter and points out by 
time and place, the haste with whicn 
Mr. Stevens acted, and by quoting 
from Stevens' report and the jiajters on 
file at the legation, declares that the 
minister misrepresented tlio revolution 
to tho lJnit*Hl States government. He 
points to the lack of harmony in the 
statements and criti<;isAs Sti-vens 
saying. 

••Mr. Stevens consulted freely with 
the leaders of the revolutionary move- 
ment from the evening of the 14th. 
These discloseil to him all their plans. 
They feared arrest and punishment. 
He promised them protection. They 
needtd the troops on shore to overawe 
the (lueen's si:p|iorters and gov<'rn 
iiient. This ho agreed to and Jul fur- 
nish. They had few arms and no 
trained soldiers. They did not mean 
to tight. It was arranged between 
them and the American minister that 
the proclamation dethroning the queen 
and or^'anizing a urovisional govern- 
ment should iH) read from the govern- 
ment building and he would follow it 
with a speedy recognition. All this 
was to be done with American troops 
provided with small arms and artillery 
across a narrow street within a stones 
throw. This woB done. 

"The leaders of the revolutionary 
movement would not hf ve andertakon 
it but for Mr. Stevens' promiise to pro- 
tect them against any danger from the 
government. Btft for tbiA their mass 
meeting would not have been hi^Id; but 
for this no request to land troooe would 
have been maae. Had tbS tMops not 
been Umded no mesaniss f<» tha organ- 
inllob<«i -a • Bvw Mifsqiptit ^old 



have been taken. Tfte American min- 
ister and the revolutionary leaders had 
determined on annexanon to the 
United States, ana had agreed on the 
part each was to act to the very end." 

Mr. Blount says that the MUVf race 
feels that a great wrong was d/CM them 
and their ' queen, whi^ the queen re- 
signed under prqtai;^ sad did not be- 
lieve that the action 6f Stevens would 
be endorsed, An^ he a4ds: "Indeed,

LoiTDOit, Mot. tl.— The gale ia the 
English channel was renewed with 
fury yesterday. All the boats running 

between Calais and Dover are storm- 
bound at these two ports, and vessels 
which are arriving at Dover every 
hour report having expsrieooed the 
most fearful weather in the ohaansl 
and in the North sea. 

Disasters and fatalities are reported 
on all sides, and distressed vessels are 
to be seen off every part of the coast. 
The lifeboats have been working gal- 
lantly for nearly three days, and have 
succeeded in rescuing a large number 
of livea. 

The storm has also caused great 
havoc inland and is continuingits work 
of destruction. The Safllron and Wal- 
den branch of the (treat Eastern rail- 
road is blocked with snow, and snow 
has also stopped all traffic on the (;(reat 
Northern railroad between Ashwell and 
Haraton. Near AshweU a railroad 
train is imbedded iu a 20-foot drift of 
snow and a gang of 100 men with a 
snowplow are at work trying to get the 

wav rli-ar. 

I^ight fishingboats, belonging to 
Hastings, each carrying a crew of from 
five to eight men. are still unreported 
and but little hope is entertained thht 
they have survived the storm. 

( itr Cleetliorpe, County of Liuooln, 
eight vessel.! are ashore. 

The body of Edward Moore, a well 
known Staffordshire farmer, was foual 
frozen in the snowdrifts at Scarbor- 
ough. 

A (juantity of wreckage belonging to 
various vessels has been washed ashore 
at Varmoutli. The galo is raging with 
terrific fon-e. and many more fishing- 
boats are report"d mis."ing. 

An unknown four-masted steamer is 
stranded at Withernsea. The body of 
a man has already been washed ashore. 
It is impposed that the whole crew per- 
ished. 

The V.'ilson line mailboat Arosto ar- 
rived at :) nil. from Gothenburg, after 
a terrible experience. The saloon state- 
rooms were Hooded on Sunday evening, 
and tne i.assengers rushf 1 on deck in 
scanty attire and in a state of ;;reat 
alarm.

The 
steering gear was damaged and a life- 
boat was lost.

The Swedish brig Emble is ashore at 
Aldborough. The captaiii and four of 
the crew were drowued. The others 
were rescue<l. The bea(!h at Aldbor- 
ough is strewn with wreckage. 

A schooner is ashore at Brancaster. 

The vessel Live Bram h has been 
wrecked at Salt Fleet. Several of the 
crew were drowned. 

Many vesneU are returning to port 
and tell of terriflo weather and theloss 
of men. 

The Xorweigian bark (iratis has been 
wrecked at IJarlleiir. France. Three of 
her men jierislied. 

Another large iiortion of the pier at 
Calais. Fraii'-e. was washed away, and 
the ]iiers at Diepjie are also so severely 
daiij.i.ged that steamboats can not enter 
the harbor. Channel tratlic is now 
Btoj)ped at all polnl^. and many ]ia.sMen- 
gers who have been waiting since 
Saturday to cross the channel, hava 
lieen put to great inconvenience.

Tbe report on ootton is not far ad- 
▼aaoed. Tbe eoope of the inquiry con- 
oendng this inuostry embraces both 
the fanner and the qumaf aoturer, and 
]||MM.^a«orge aiidB«M libit f resent 
engtfeM t^U the brsntb dl tli» Inqnlry 
connectM with ootton prodobncwk, con- 
fining tbdr work a* a matted of qonirse 
to the obttOB ttiMdBinf ststA*. When 
they shiOl naro Oompleted this line of 
investigation tbey will be joined by 
Senator Proctor and will proceed to the 
cotton manufaotnrins districts of the 
New England and otner eastern states. 

Tha TOtwuitim In seeking to ascer- 
tain the aotnal flaanoial condition of 
tbe cotton growers makes inqniries as 
to wnetber they are in debt as a class, 
and If so, whether to tbe extent of in- 
solvency. They are also requested to 
give their views of tbe caoses of the 
financial depression and disasters sop* 
posed Ifo exist among growers, and to 
■tftte whether this distress is due to bad 
management upon the part of the 
growers or to miscbievioos leglslatiott. 

Tbe committee will also go Into In 
qnestion of fertilisers and tha effect be 
the establishment of cotton mills, and 
will make inquiry concerning the 
amount of ootton produced to the acre 
witii tbe Intention of determining how 
small the production can be ana still 
remain profitable. 

The producers are to be asked whether 
the area devoted to cotton growing is 
increasing or diminishing, and also 
whether efforts at diversifying the crop 
have been made, and if so whether they 
have been made and whether they have 
proved beneficial. 

The cotton manufacturers and cotton 
buyers are to be asked regarding tbe 
'coet of production and reqneeted to 
give their views as to the causes of the 
prse o nt low prices of ootton and tbe 
resMdy for ic. They are also to be 
asked their opinion as to tbe extent of 
cotton raising in all countries; tbe cost 
of raisins a given quantity in each: the 
quality of the cotton raised in each and 
the quantity; the consumption of cot- 
ton in all countries as far as known 
and the probabilities of increasing this 
eofisnnption with new cotton remain- 
lijS at remunerative price and state 
vKat action of congress, or of tbe exe- 
cutive departments or of both, may be 
taken to increase the consumption of 
cotton and of cotton goods. 

They are to be wtked if there i& a real 
overproduction of cotton in the sense 
that the world's needs are fully sup- 
plied, or are there obstacles to the 
spread of the needed consumption of 
cotton which may be removed, and, if 
so, what are these obstacles and how 
may they be removed 'i 

Another question is as to the power 
of other countries, either 49p«rately or 
taken to(<etner to compete with the 
United iStates in raising ootton; the 
probable effect of this competition on 
thgprice of cotton in the fatoro. 

The committee is also seeking to as- 
certain whether there are any customs 
or practice of trade in relation to cot- 
ton which tend to increase or diminish 
the price or to unsettle and to make ir- 
regular this price, or tbe contrary. 

The report on cotton will probably 
not be in shape to submit to congress 
fqr several months as the inveetigation 
ass osan o nly fairly begnn.
